I. Philosophy of the Oral Language Program 

Oral language is the basic structure enabling children to listen r reason r 

speaks read and write. Language acquis Stion i^ developmental and is 
necessary for all children. Cognitive development end language development 
are interdependent and mutu^lly^upportive. This Oral Language Program is 
designed to maximize^JUnguage abilities in order ta prepare children for 
a verbal, literate society and to help children grow in the cognitive realm. 

Lang^^/ja skills enable children to develop the capabilities necessary to 
function in the educational system. The Oral Language Develo;xnent Program 
includes systematic -and scheduled teaching of language using appropriate 
techniques "cind strategies. Because oral language development prec-edes and 
accompanies learning to read and write, the program will include experiences 
which lead to improved 1 istening , .speaking , reading and writing ski'ils. 

The B.E.S. Oral Language Program recognizes that the student population 
includes many children from non-English and limited English spaaking . 
backgrounds. Instruction needs to' be provided in the primary, language 
to facilitate conceptual development prior to the acquisition of English.
